The CW only radio can not transmit PSK31. 

PSK31 is a sideband mode. 

For Bpsk31 'which' sideband is not an issue. 

For Qpsk31 both stations must be on the same sideband. 


Most CW only radios can receive PSK31 regardless of the radio BW . 
All PSK31 'processing' is a function of the software, 

just tune the received PSK31 signals into 

the brightest portion of the waterfall display. 


I own a 'stock' HW-8 and know the VFO stability is insufficient for 100% 
PSK31 print. 

However the operative word here IS *100%* print. 

Most PSK31 software has 'enough' AFC to track the 

HW-8 (after VFO warm up) for SWL. 


Most varactor tuned CW only radios like the Sierra do an OUTSTANDING job 
for RTTY transmission and reception. The stock HW-8 VFO is not varactor 
tuned but the HW-8 will receive RTTY no problem.

He used an R/S "blinky" LED in series with a resistor from the +12V to 
ground, paralleling the LED with a capacitor.

The resulting battery life was nearly the same as before the blinky was 
installed.

Since I sponsor this I joined in the fun. 


Equipment was ten 1600 mAh AA batteries - they came off the charger a half 
an hour prior to the contest. I used the K2 for 10 and 15 meters. I kept 
the use there to a minimum as the K2 does draw a bitg more power. Mainly I 
looked for easy multipliers there early in the contest. Then I switched 
over to the K1 for the workhorse on 20 and 40 meters. Finally I brought out 
the Sierra for use on 80 meters. 


Operating strategy was partly to hit new multipliers to get the points 
up. I also scanned the bands, hit who I could get and then took a short 
break to let new blood show up on the band. I didn't run a frequency 
figuring that with the CQing I'd run the power down quicker that way and 
end up with fewer total QSOs. 


I kept the power at 2 watts out, again to conserve the batteries. The 
logic was with higher power I'd use up the batteries quicker and with lower 
power I'd have more trouble being heard. It is not clear what is the best 
choice here. 


In the end the batteries still had power left in them. The K1 showed 11.9 
volts on Rx and 11.2 on Tx. I should have been able to take them down to 
around 10 volts on Tx. I did quit about two hours early as I felt a cold 
coming on and wanted to get the rest. The contest ends at 1 am here on the 
east coast. In the end NA said I ran almost 8 hours. So I still had two 
more hours I could have run in the contest. I think the batteries would 
have easily have held up for that long. 


Final take was 213 QSOs and 102 multipliers for a score of 22,032 points.

The HF dies have the same thread and will fit the RW tool, however, the 
RW punches have a body OD of 0.280" and the HF punches are 0.284" The RW 
punches will fit the bored hole of the HF tool but are a bit of a slop 
fit. But the kicker is that the RW punch is too large to slide into the 
slot of the movable portion of the handle on the HF tool. This, however, 
should be an easy £ix with a small file, as this is not a critical 
dimension. File the HF handle, not the hardened RW punch :%)) 


So for a measly 4 thousandths you can't interchange them directly, but 
with a bit if Armstrong machining you can use the replacement RW 
punch/die sets in the HF tool if you can accept 0.004" of slop.

I operated the contest yesterday for a total of 5 hours, not so much to 
accumulate a score but to see how the K1 gets along with AA batteries. I had 
wanted to use rechargeable NiMH batteries but I did not have time to get 
them charged before the contest started so I used a fresh pack of 8 (not 10) 
alkaline batteries since that is what fits in the internal battery pack. I 
set the RF output on the rig to 2 watts and operated on 15, 20 and 40 meters 
with 15m being the most beneficial for making rapid contacts. Starting 
voltage (key up) for the 8-pack was 12.6 volts. After 5 hours and 87 
contacts, voltage was 11.3. I wish I had been better prepared for this but 
just got my 4-band module completed the day before the contest and was still 
in the "play with the new toy" mode. Best DX during the contest was during a 
break from it on the low end of 40m - LZ1ANA and S57VK. 


In the near future, I plan to test the K1 with 8 rechargeable NiMH 
batteries.

RECOMMENDATIONS 


If you're adding the KFL1-4 band module to an existing K1; ensure that 
R11 on the K1's RF board is the original 82 ohm part, before aligning 
the KFL1-4 


BACKGROUND: 


To optimize performance of KFL1-2 R11 may be lowered to as little as 
33 ohms*x*x. I lowered RF-R11 to 51 ohms on my K1 to maximize the KFL1-2 
performance on 40 & 20m. 


Lowering RF-11 increases the gain of the Buffer Amp (U9) for the 
Transmitter Mixer stage (U8). With the KFK1-4 installed the this extra 
gain can overdrive the XMTR driver stage (Q6). The buffer amp is 
routed though the Bandpass Filter on KFL1-4, then to the TX Driver. 
The BPF on the KFL1-4 is a different design than the KFL1-2, and in my 
case at least, allowed more signal to pass into the TX driver, 
over-driving it.

CONCLUSION/OBSERVATIONS 


When it came time to align my KFL1-4, adjustment was difficult. Most 
notable were erratic power readings and sharp tuning peaks especially 
on 30 meters. After a little midnight-oil head-scratching, I realized 
my RF-R11 change of long ago. So I changed RF-R11 back to the original 
82 ohms. Problem solved, the KFL1-4 tuned right up, smooth and easy. 
I've since lowered RF-R11 to 68 ohms to maximize Pout on all four 
bands (40, 30. 20 & 15m), the change increased Pout on 20 & 15 by a 
few tenths of a watt. I ended up with 5+ watts on each band from 12.8 
Vdc supply and 6+ watts on all bands with a 13.8 Vdc supply. 


The addition of the KFL1-4 to my K1 has made a nice little field rig 
even better. Can't wait to try 15m in the next TTF or ARS event. 


On to the KBT1.... ;-)

While I do not have any specific information for your project, I do recall 
an article in "73 Amateur Radio Today" on the Subject. 


It may have actually used Aluminum Foil, Such as the Heavy Duty Type Sold 
by Air Conditioning Vendors. Like Duct Tape only reall Aluminium. Very 
good Sticky Material and useful on Die Cast Box repairs. I fixed a bunch 
of die cast boxes with meter holes by cuttinf out filler discs of PCB and 
than covering both sides with the foil tape. Just like new :%% 


The Article in "73" used Heavy Duty Plastic Sheeting to make a "Wall 
Curtain with the Antenna Elements Taped to it. The intent was for use in 
portable situations, Such as Hotel QRPing. 

I think the likely advantage of increased width would be Bandwidth. 


Actually I am more interested in the Details of the Foil, Width and 
Length, Thickness, and adhesive. Oh Yes, and of course Cost? 


I have found several widths up to 1" for use with Stained Glass work, but 
I have not found the Adhesive to be up to task for some of my uses. 


The only wider versions that i have found were prohibitivly expensive. 


I always thought that a 2" Copper/Brass Foil would go nicely in the house 
as a Decorative Edging. :% 


I once speculated on applying a "Copper Border" around the House exterior. 


I happen to have a 40 Meter Loop House. :4% 


This is one of those design items that is going to have to be done 
emphirically (sp?) A bit of guessing and cut and try in the end. 


Please share your results with us. 


I have also thought of trying the tape spirally wound on pvc pipe for a HF 
Helical Vertical or even a Loop. 


The thought was to make elements on 1/2" pvc pipe with the tape, then 
interconnect with short lengths of stranded Teflon wire, and run a length 
of Dacron rope thru the pipe for support. A Helical Wound 80 meter 
Horizontal Loop. Would it work? I am sure that it would. But would it 
have any more magic then one made of plain wire? Only one way to find 
out.
